Mr. Bull’s Lecture—The Spirit of 
the Age. 
(conriruczpD.) 


Passing by this subject, the spirit of the 
Sge recognizes unification, or oneness of the 
human family, amongst its prominent fest- 
ares; difficalties of communication formerly 
kept mankind at a distance,from each other, 
favoring, from want, of more intimate ac- 
quaintance, many uowortby prejudices. But 
the wonderful agencies of steam and electri- 
city have broken down those barriers, and 
brought those who were formerly strangers 
to each other, face to face. Obstacles éo 
close relationship, however, now often arise 
from the different Janguages spoken ; to ob- 
viate which, some ingenious man io the last 
century set about constructing an artificial 
language for general adoption,—but on com- 
pletfon, it was found impracticable,—and like 
the experiment of the Graphic balloon, at the 
moment of supposed success, proved a fail- 
ure. Hitherto the French language bas beea 
the favored mediem of communication 
amongst those of different nationalities ; the 
Shah of Persia could express himself in that 
language, but the probabilities are that the 
English tanguage, from its universality, will 
at ov distant time be the favored language. 
Some eminent Swiss writer,—a Professor 
Candolle,—bas figured that at the end of the 
next century, the number of Frenchmen will 
be 60,000,000, and of Germans, 70,000,000, 
but that of those speaking English there will 
be 760,000,000! If there be any approxima- 
tion to truth in this representation, there 
aurely is strong probability that the English 
language will take the present place of the 
French, that foreigners will feel that the ex- 
tensive intercourse with the English speak- 
ing race will make the acquisition of the 
English language indispensable ; and that 
the familiar salutatiohs of ‘‘ How'd you do,” 
and ‘‘ Good morning, Sir,’’ will be beard the 
wide world round. To make this freedom of 
intercourse amongst different nations more 
complete, atid to promote this unification, it 
will be necessary that their various coins 
should assimilate in value, and their weights 
and measures be of one recognised standard. 
As to the assimilation in the value of coin, as 
that value is based upon the same metals of 
gold and silver, there should be no difficulty 
in effecting this proposed change. The pres- 
ent diversity of value entailé an infinity of 
trouble, and often annoyance; it rather 
shocks an Englishman's vanity when in Am- 
erica to have bis shilling reterned just as if it 
were hot as good, and as large agsan Ameri- 
ean quarter. As the unification I have al- 
luded to becomes consolidated, we shall have 
one common value to the various coins,—one 
common language for especial conversation, 
and one common recognised standard of 
weights and measures. 

But while the world generally tends to 
unification, and bringing those once far dis- 
tant io clese connection, favoring common 
brotherhood, communities abound with those 
divisions called ‘‘Rings”’ givig favors to its 
particular members, but not objecting to re- 
ceiving favo-s from the general community. 
Selt-reliance consequently by many bas been 
detmed inadequate, and that the advegtitious 
aid of some of thesa rings,—3ome cbarch. 
some society—or some order must be availed 
of to float into success, how such influences 
will work in the future it is difficult to tell, 
but unduubtedly they now exist, and with a 
tendency to increase, and although in allud- 
iog to itl am aware I am treading on delicate 
ground, yet I feel that a lecture on the Spirit 
of the Age would be incomplete without such 
notice. The Sprit of Age by the rapidity 
with which events are circulated, places as 
in the position of spectator at a panorama, 
so that what is going on in the wide world 
is continually being brought before us, and 
it is well itis so, for if we had nothing bat 
Victoria, Esquimalt, Nanaimo aod New West- 
minster to contemplate, our intellect would 
become so dwarfed, getting. by degrees 80 
much smaller and smaller, and by and hy 80 
very small that the driving of a stake at 
Esquimalt by Marcas Smith to denote that 
railway operations had commenced would be 
regarded as an important event, and its 
champagne baptism worthy of being recor- 
ded as one of the events of our history. 

Happily the genius of the Spirit of the Age 
rescues us from such faithful degeneracy, and 
by continually placiog before us fresh batches 
of intelligerce trom the outer world, with 
ite refreshing influence makes us feel that 
‘‘Richard is himself again.” 


The telegraph wire and the railway keep 
this panorama so revolving round that 
Europe, Asia, Africa, America and Australia 
with their varied incidents are daily before 
us, every such rotation exhibits their premi- 
nent features. ‘‘The visit of the Shab;”’ 
“British possession of New Guinea;” ‘‘Col- 
lapse of the Graphic Balloon ;"’ ‘‘Arrival of 
DeCosmos at Ottawa ;”’ ‘‘Auricalar Confes- 
sion; “The Pacific Scandal; ” ‘‘Changes in 
the English Mini&try ;” ‘The Claimant;” ‘The 
Labor Market ;”’ ‘Religious Pilgrimages ;” 
“Monarchy in France ;" ‘Republicanism in 
Spain;’”’ ‘‘Cesarism in America;” “The Duke 
of Edinburgh’s Marriage ;” ‘‘Increase of 
England's Iron-Clads ;" ‘‘Lord Dufferin’s 
Reception of Arch, the Agricultural Laber- 
ers Advocate;’’ England's Conservative Party 
Gaining Ground ;" “The Permissive Bill;’’ 
“The Claimeat Again;” *‘Proposed Increase 
of the Lord Mayor’s Salary ;"’ “Consolidation 
of the British Empire ;"’ all these varied de- 
monstrations are represensentative of the 
Spirit of the Age. Every item of this lists 
pregnant with consequences that may largely 
in@uence the destinies of mankind, perbaps it 
may be thought thet we of British Columbia 
will be only remotedly affected, our position 
being principally that of spectator; dat let us 
not be so eure of that, great changes are now 
of rapid occurrence, and haves world wide 
inflnence, and we are in the world and not 
outside of it. 


Let us pass in review some of those items. 
The vi:it of the Shah to Europe may resusci- 
tate fallen Persia. The Dake of Edinbuigh’s 
marriage may curb Russia's desire to en- 
croach in British India, Englanq’s addition 
to her Navy may make her so secure in her 
sea-girt bome that the idea mooted in the 
observation of General Blucher on noticing 
London’s wealth, of ‘‘Mein Gott, what a town 
to sack,’ would become an impossibility. 
Monarchy may be a slave to France. Repub- 
licanism in Spain a dangerous thing to play 
with. Czsarism in America valuable matter 
for newspaper controversy. “The collapse of 
the Graphic balloon the necessity of more 
precaution.. Religious pilgrimages may 
become contagious, one to Jerusalem has 
already been mooted. The. jary’s ver- 
dict cause the Claimant to become Sir 
Reger. Tichborne or it may send 
him back to Australia to figure in a new 
character, The British possession of New 

6a may lead to such overflowings from 
the developments of its resources that com- 
mercial relations may be opened “P with thie 
Province. The Permissive Bill to check 
dreakenness, last-sessien defeated in the Bri- 
tish Parliameat, granting majorities, the 
power of refusing public houses ia their 
midst may yet become the law of the _Jand, 
and Sense such sobriety, that setel absti- 
nence lecturers here would dread its intro- 
duction lest their occupation should be gone. 
The consolidation of the British Empire con- 
ferring colonial representation may give Bri- 
tis Oolumbia's Helping band.” Arch’s mis- 
sion to Caftadsa to find mew homes for the 
working classes, the means of directing ic- 
teresting notice of this Province. The in- 
Grease of the Lord, Mayor's malert may bug- 
gest the propriety of an anoual allowance to 
our Mayor here, so that civic hospitalities 
may be dispensed. Phe changes in the Eng- 
lish Ministry premonitory of dissolutfon, may 
styyest dapleasant thoughts to ‘our Misistry 
ot the prgeripintien of office; and DeCosmos 
being-is Ovtawa way lead to Dry Dock opera- 
tions, end then again it may: not. From 
these movements #ffd their ‘tendencies show- 
ing the form and preasure of the times I have 


— 


to delineate the Spirit of the Age. To begia, 
the armed attitude of Europe shows e: 
powerful armies and navies are ag 
the best guarantee for the maintenance of 
pesce, and although Queen Victoria’s speech 
to Parliament may speak of friendly assur- 
ances received from foreiga powers, the con- 
tinued increase of her navy, and the main- 
tenance‘of a large standing army and volun ~ 
teer force shows the kind of value attached 
to such friendly assurances. The traveller 
why on retifting to rest for the night places a 
loaded revolver under bis pillow eabibits the 
same sense of security. The proposed mar- 
riage of the Duke of Ediuburgh to « Russian 
Princess shows the desire of crowned heads 
'o draw closer together in face of the unsct- 
tled state of France, and Spain, and the in- 
roeds of Democratic principles. 

Io the political world the increasing growth 
of England’s conservative party ‘shows the 
feeling that a solution of the problem of how 
far political freedom can be enjoyed without 
endangering the state bas been arrived at, 
that the galloping pace of the Giadstove 
Ministry must be checked, and matured de- 
liberation precede further operations. The 
increase of the conservative party, however, 
and probable overthrow of the Gladstone 
Ministry is rather evidenee of the restlessness 
of the nation for a change of rulers than dis- 
atisfaction of the present Ministry, the vener- 
ation associated with old countries has bither- 
to afforded indalgent forbearance to the Es- 
tablished Church, and if disestablishment be 
its fate, it will be precipitated by its intestire 
2 apie rather than from attacks from with- 
out. . 

Ia the religious world the Spirit of the Age 
exhibits the Roman Catholic Church full of 
energy and activity to regain in England the 

osition lost by the Reformation, amongst its 
ifforte to add to its influence, resort has been 
made to the ancient practice of the Pilgri- 
mage, The Established Church of England 
pute forth Aauricgular Confession. Both of 
these subjects are too sacred matters for dis- 
cussion on this platform, but as indicative of 
the Spirit of the Age, they are necessarily 
referred to. There may, however, be no 
impropriety in observing that at ne period 
has church usefulness by pilgrimage been 
more needed to show the excellence of chris- 
tianity, 1] mean pilgrimages to the sick, in 
those in need, and adversity. To dry the eye 
of the mourner, and pour the oil and wine inte 
the wounds of soffering hamanity, and what- 
ever church most effectually discharges this 
heaven taught mission will best establish its 
claim to be regarded as christianity in 
earnest. 

The Spirit of the Age may be spoken of as 
an embodiment of ‘struggles. Nations are 
struggling against each other for predomia- 
ance, churches to secure the lead, capital 
against labor to obtain more equitable remun- 
eration. Distinctly the struggle of labor 
against capital may be regarded as the ques- 
tion of the day, (the English newspapers, 
Maguzines and Reviews are full of notices of 
it,) the concerted action now in operation of 
the working classes to improve their condition 
came not oce moment before it was warrant- 
ed. Manchester bas producrd her cotton lords, 
commerce its merchant princes, iron and coal 
mine proprietors wish the riches of Croesus 
high rents, wealthy landlords; railway con- 
tracts, a Frassy with four millions of money. 
On all sides capital was lifting its proud bead 
and enjoying an unwholesome monoply, the 
rich were getting richer, the poor poorer, for 
notwith ¢ nding these triamphs of eapital 
wages kept stationary and the farm laborer, 
that most useful member of society who 
ploughed, sowed, reaped and mowed, and th 
result of whose labors were anxiously watch- 
ed uatil the hum of harvest, for such valuable 
services rendered, received the magnificent 
sum of $2} a week for support of himself and 
family. Uh, would there be anythiog uorea- 
sonable in supposing that when the nations 
gtatitade ascerded to heaven for the bless- 
ings of a bountiful barvest the Benign Being 
to whom they were addressed wonld say, | 
will not receive your thank-offerings ; they 
are stained wth the anguish of unrequited 
labor ; they are not an acceptuble offering.
